Members Make the End of tin* Struggle 
Something To lie Kex nembereil—Tar<lj- 
Demo'eats Give the Republicans h Chance 
to Have a Time of It and a Time In Had 
—Note» from the Capital« 


W ashington 
City, April 13. 
The histori­ 
cal dead lock of the first session of the 
Fiftieth congress, came to an end Thursday 
with a scene of disorder and a s< ason of 
noise that has hardly ever had a parallel in 
chamber 
of the house. 
For eight day s 
the legislation had been stopped by a rather 
small minority , and when the Democrats 
finally concluded to compromise the difii- 
culfcy , the Republicans, though not at all in

When, therefore, an unexpected vote 
made an ojcning for a diversion they ' were not 
slow to see it, and the result was that the 
dead lock went into history with a whoop 
and a roar. 
As soon as the house met Thursday, at 
11:43, Reed demanded the regular order. 
Then Randall of Pennsylvania asked unani­ 
mous consent to make a statem ent, b ut was 
shut off b y shouts for the regular order from 
the Repub lican side, 
Cox moved to ad­ 
journ, 
A t the demand of Reed the yeas and 
nays were ordered 
011 the motion, and the 
house b y a vote of Kioto IT), rt fused 
to n« l- 
jonrn, and the legislative day of XVedncsday 
continued. 
The announet iiient of the result 
on Cox's motion vv.c received with thunders 
of applause on the Repub lican side, for the 
unexpec ted hap happencx!, sure enough. 
Fftr 
a moment the Democrats were taken ab ack, 
b ut McMiilin of Tennessee soon moved a call 
of the 1 louse to eonifjtd the atten<lance of ab ­ 
sentees. 
Reed attempted to made a point of 
order against the motion, b ut the speaker de­ 
cided against him. 
On a viv.. voce vote the 
demand for a call was defeated, and rigid

seized with such a cliill?” 
“ He should get into a bath tub con­ 
taining hot water—so hot that it would 
redden the skin—and stay there as long 
as he can.” 
“ What is the philosophy of such treat­ 
ment?” 
“ A severe chill, which alway s precedes 
pneumonia, indicates that thp blood , has 


gorged the lungs, liv er or kidney s. Now, 
the first remedial « up is to dissipate this 
blood. 
The hot bath does this. It draws 
the blood to the surface, and dissipates it 
ov er a greater area. 
After hav ing lain 
in the bath until relief is experienced, 
the patient .should step out of it and wrap 
himself in a woolen blanket. Don’t stop 
to dry yourself with a towel, but wrap 
the warm wool around you and tumble 
into bed. 
“ The consensus of opinion among the 
leading physicians of the day is that 
pneumonia is an infectious disease. That 
is, the disease germ is in the air, and 
when the right physical condition is pre­ 
sented the disease takes root and fructi­ 
fies. 
The popular idea that pneumonia 
is confined to cold weather is an errone­ 
ous one. 
There is no pneumonia in the 
Arctic regions. 
It is mainly due to the 
sudden changes in our temperature. 
By 
consulting the health reports of New 
York city it will be found that the high­ 
est death rate occurs in December and 
February, but that there are a good many 
cases in August.—New York Sun. 


A Lost Opportunity *.

Nobody understood the 
phrase, but the fact was this: In the 
constituent assembly preceding the elec­ 
tion of Louis Napoleon to the presidency, 
Chomet had introduced an amendment 
excluding the members of families that 
had reigned in France from the office of 
president. 
Ixmis Napoleon ascended the 
rostrum and spoke against the amend­ 
ment so awkwardly, so incoherently, air! 
with an accent so foreign and strangt 
that he was all the time interrupted In 
the noisy laughter and railleries, and 
finally compelled to desist ignominious!v . 
TIi« 2 i Chomet arose and said: ‘After tin.* 
assembly has heard that harangue, and 
all France will hav e read it to-morrow, 
there is no further need of my amend­ 
ment. 
I withdraw it.’” 
He that makes 
himself ridiculous makes himself impos­ 
sible, is the French saying, and Chomet 
was guided by it. 
But Louis Napoleon 
outliv e« 1 th« * ridicule and became master 
of France, which would n« Jt hav e been 
pos-ibie if Chomot’s amendment had be 
come law.— Paris Letter.
